To them Christmas 
is commercial and they would 
be genuinely surprised to learn 
that it was not thoughtfully cre- 
ated for the purpose of ingratia- 
tion, obtaining favors, and soften- 
ing up sales managers. These 
persons have their counterparts 
in sales managers and purchas- 
ing agents who expect to be

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Eisenhower Seizes 
‘Peace’ Oftensive 
The fact that President Fisenhower, 


in his dramatic address to the United Na- 
tions Tuesday, failed to make specific 


new proposals to control atomic weapons 


will cause some to condemn his speech as 
another maze of glittering generalities. 

Actually the President made the only 
proposal that he could in the face of Rus- 
sia’s continuing adamant stand against 
any workable program for weapons con- 
trol He opened a way through the back 
door towards such an eventual program 
in his specific proposals for development 
of atomic energy for peacetime purposes— 
a United Nations “pool” in which all 
countries would share. 

In this double-barreled diplomatic 
broadside, the President took the initia- 
tive for the West in a counter “peace of- 
fengive” that began in Bermuda. He as-~ 
sured the United Nations and all free 
peoples of our desire to use atomic en- 
ergy for building instead of destroying 
the human race. If his offer is refused by 
the Communists, they will be branded 
once again for what they are: worldwide 
promoters of a conspiracy dedicated to 
enslavement instead of the uplifting of 
mankind. 

Proposals for sharing development of 
atomic energy for peaceful purposes by 
all’ nations recognized a fact often lost 
sight of—no nation has a monopoly on 
this new source of power. Sooner or later, 
all industrial countries will have devel- 
oped their own. The so-called backward 
nations—those most susceptible to com- 
munhism—would gain the most from the 
President’s realistic and practical plan. 

‘Meanwhile, the nation is deeply grate- 
ful-to Dwight D. Eisenhower for going 
before the United Nations and reaffirm- 
ing his faith in that organization. There is 
no. other way to peace other than through 
this community of governments.

-Homer Chase, whom The Constitution

appearance next Monday. Homer’s moth- 
er, who was a Communist candidate for 
governor ef New Hampshire in 1938, is 
in jail on a contempt charge.

Divided Authority 
In Schools Should End 


The General Assembly again has at- 
tempted to clear some sort of bill to 
change the method of naming county 
school boards and superintendents. It 
came rather late in a short session, but 
the need for such legislation is not new. 

Georgia’s progress in its public school 
system has revealed glaring inadequacies 
in administration that tend to retard that 

progress. The net result is that Georgians 
do not get their full dollar’s worth of edu- 
cation for the funds spent. 

The divided authority in county ad- 
ministration under the system that pre- 
vails in most counties has the effect e 
putting politics before education. 
should be eliminated and will be elimi- 
nated in time by state laws. Delays only 
postpone the inevitable. 

In the meantime, more Georgia coun- 
ties are taking the steps to remedy the sit- 
uation themselves. There are probably 
others at this session doing the same thing 
as the Bartow County delegation. They 
have introduced a local bill in the House 

_ that would provide for popular election of 
the members of the County Board of Edu- 
cation and appointment by the board of a 
' @ounty superintendent. They are to be

commended for this progressive step. 
But why must we wait for the long 


and cumbersome process ay county-by- 


county changes impose? The need is there 
in every county. So why not make the 
system uniform throughout the whole 
state? The Legislature has power to do so.

It is wise 
to use a potted tree, or at least one stand- 
ing in water, and to keep it in the cool- 
est part of the house away from radia- 
tors. Check your electric lighting sets 
carefully and keep an eye on them for the 
duration. Don’t bring the tree into the 
house until as late as possible, and take 
it outside, along with the gift wrappings, 
as soon as the children will let you.

1. An increase in the statutory minimum wage, now 75 cents 
an hour, and extension of it to persons not now covered. 

2. An increase in the amounts of unemployment insurance bene- 
fits and extension of the period of payment. 

3. Preparation of a public works program to provide jobs that 
could be started as soon as there were signs of an economic recession. 


In a speech this week to the 
CIO-UAW conference here on full 
employment, in which he revealed 
these objectives, the Secretary of 
Labor showed that the administra- 
tion is very conscious of current 
indications that the economy is 
undergoing a “readjustment” in 
which unemployment has in- 
creased. 

“We may face slight reversals 
for short periods,’’ Mr. Mitchell 
declared. ‘‘But the Federal Gov- 
ernment should and will take ac- 
tion to prevent any serious reversal 
in the trend of expanding the 
economy,”’ 

In our system of unemployment 
insurance, which is designed as 
*“‘cushion”’ to absorb the first hock 
of economic recession, Secretary 
Mitchell has discovered the same 
deficiencies which previously had 
been called to attention repeatedly 
by Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man, both of whom made recom- 
mendations to Congress in vain. 

Secretary Mitchell is very much 
aware of the course of unemploy- 
ment problems, as he was a di- 
rector of the W.P.A. in New York 
early in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. © 

Toward the end of the Second 
World War, when economists were 
predicting unemployment in the 


t 


early postwar period that did not 
materialize, - President Rooseyelt, 
first, and subsequently his suctes- 
sor, President Truman, recom- 
mendéd uniform unemployment in- 
surance standards for all states, 
with increased benefits and longer 
periods during which unemployed 
workers could receive them. This 
was blocked in Congress as a step 
to ‘‘federalize’’ unemployment in- 
surance which, under the law, is 
administrated by the states. 

The adamant opposition to the 
Roosevelt-Truman proposals might 
be expected to persist since the 
present Congress is even more 
state-rights-minded than then. 

In urging improvement in cov- 
rage of the minimum wage law and 
an increase above the present 75 
cents an hour, Secretary Mitchell 
said: 

“Large numbers of low paid 
workers receive no protection at 
all under this statute. Even for 
many of those now protected, the 
minimum wage is low. We intend 
to work for increasing the cover- 
age and the rate.”’ 

Here the Secretary of Labor like- 
wise has cut out a big job for 
himself, that is, if experience with 
the minimum wage law is any 
guide.

on me as the meeting of the 
Methodist bishops at Epworth-by-

The past becomes more readable 
and exciting and the better under- 
stood when one gets the facts. It's 
easy to study history and get the 
idea that because the men who 
made it lived a long time ago, 
they were ancient to start with. 
Often, it was youth in the saddle 
that turned the tide. 

‘When William Pitt picked up the 
reins of British government, he 
hadn't been handling a razor for 
long. Pitt beeame prime minister 
when he was 24. William Bradford 
Was governor of Plymouth at 31. 


Remember Father Marquette, 
whose name is immortally linked 
with Joliet because the two took 
the first canoe trip all the way 
down the Mississippi? The infir- 
mities of age were no handicap to 
Marquette, he wasn’t old. 

.But I had pictured him as a 
graybeard until I stood by his 
grave, at St. Ignace on Michigan’s 
upper side, and read the dates 
1637-1675. Father Marquette died 
at 38 of a fever and was carried 
by his beloved Indians from the 
swamps to higher ground. Trains 
marked ‘‘Pere Marquette R. R.”’ 
rumble past the Marquette stone 
as further memorial to this devout 
Frenchman who made his mark in 
America. 

The Methodist Wesley fared bet- 
ter than the Jesuit missionary. 
John Wesley went back to England 
where he rode 40 to 60 miles daily, 
preaching more sermons than a 
Georgia gubernatorial candidate 
makes speeches, At 47 he married 
a widow with four children. but 
his career as an evanglist inter- 
fered with family life and the 
Wesleys separated. 

John Wesley died in London in 
1791 a little less than 88 years 
after he was born in Epworth, not 
by the sea, but in Lincolnshire, 
England. 

By the way, lest you get the im- 
pression that all history was made 
by young men, remember Vander- 
bilt added 100 million to his for- 
tune after he was 70, Cato began 
the study of Greek at 80 and Ten- 
a4 wrote “Crossing the. Bar’ 
at

Sen. McCarthy may take the 
view that he is revealing to the 
world how strong he is, and how 
many people believe in him and 
his views on the point at issue. 
If he has the realistic mind he 
must have, to be so successful as 
a politician, he ought to take a 
look at the other side of the coin. 
Evidently a great many people doe 
not believe In him, or don’t care 
enough about his views one way or’ 
the other, to express themselves. 

Advertising agencies oftimes get 
more than 20,000 answers when 
they ask people to write a slogan 
finishing out some phrase as “I 
like Fizzy-Wizzies because .. .”

Ike’s Master Stroke 
Puts Soviet on Spot 


WASHINGTON—As a piece of psychological 
strategy in the cold war, President Eisenhower's 
hisotric speech before the United Nations General Bos] 
Assembly is one of the craftiest and most penetrating "documents 
flun gat the Soviet government since the battle of words began. 

For the address brushes away, with one fell swoop any ground 
for further accusations, inside or outside Russia, about ‘‘war monger- 


ing’’ or military threat to Soviet 


Russia by the Western powers. 


It puts squarely up to the Krem- 


lin the responsibility for helping 
to achieve or blocking a solution 
of the problem of international 
control of atomic energy. 
Whether the proposals by the 
President accomplish anything in 


the way of a practical agreement 
or merely remain as a challenge 
to the Soviet government. It was 
a master stroke to have assem- 


bled in the speech the challeng- 
ing proposals it contained. It was 
no ordinary pronouncement. It 


bears the earmarks of painstak- 


ing care given to every word over 
months and months of time. 
At first glance, it might seem 


that the old proposals which pro- 


vided for inspection and a sys- 


tem of periodic disclosure of

Entirely apart from the skill- 
ful proposal that peaceful uses of 
atomic energy be given top pri- 
ority in international negotiation 
over control of atomic weapons— 
something that will bring world- 
wide approval and take the initi- 
ative from the Soviet. propapan- 
da machine—there were in the 
President’s speech some chosen 
words to the Krentlin. 

Particularly significant was this 
statement phrased in an inverted 
style of expression, but it never- 
theless gives a pointed warning: 

‘“‘We will never say that the 
peoples of Russia are an enemy 
with whom we have no desire 
ever to deal or mingle in friendly 
and fruitful relationship.” 

It will be noted that the em- 
phasis is on the ‘‘peoples of Rus- 
sia,’ and this can be interpreted 
as a warning that the present 
government in Moscow will be 
dealt with only as it truly reflects 
the wishes of the. people: of the 
Soviet Union—a .distinction of 
tremendous importance. ° 


250 Oppose School-Merger Bill 
As Education Leaders Urge Passage 


Almost 250 persons from several Georgia counties appeared in public hearing 
against the House school consolidation bill yesterday, as state education leaders spoke 


for the proposed measure. 

The Senate education commit- 
tee, which held the hearing on the 
controversial bill, will meet in 
executive session at 10 a.m. to 
day to discuss and render its de- 
cision on the bill to allow local 
boards to consolidate classes of 
their choosing in the school. 

An anticipated clash between 
House Speaker Fred Hand, who 
introduced the bill, and Lt. Gov. 
Marvin Griffin failed to ma- 
terialize, although Griffin had 


made an unprecedented move in 
calling a public hearing on a bill 
in committee. 


GRIFFIN SPEAKS 


Griffin did speak briefly to ex- 
plain that there was ‘‘no personal 
fight between me and the speak- 
er.’’ The Senate leader did say, 
however, that it was his personal | 
opinion ‘“‘that such a question 
(consolidation) should be put to 
a vote.”’ 


Hand said he was going to’ 
speak at the hearing, but the com-| 
mittee moved to adjourn before 
he made his address. Later, 
members of the committee apolo- 
gized to the speaker and indicated 
they might allow him to appear 
in the executive session today. 


Griffin, before leaving the hear- 
ing, turned over to the commit- 
tee files containing 459 telegrams 
from 21 counties opposing the 
bill. Hand said later that ‘‘we} 
could have swamped them with 
telegrams for the bill if we had 
thought it: necessary.”

Fielding L. Dillard, state in- 
eome tax director since 1947 and 
a career employe of the State 
Revenue Department since 1944, 
will resign Jan. 1, 1954, to enter 
the private tax consultant busi- 
ness here. 

State Revenue Commissioner 
Charlie Redwine expressed regret 


at losing Dillard, describing him 
as “‘an excellent tax man and a 


splendid gentleman.” Redwine |. 


said he was not at liberty to 
make public the name of the new 
director of the income tax unit. 
He said he would do so in a few 
days. 

PAYERS RISE 


The number of state income 
tax payers have increased from 
196,000 to 401,000 during Dillard’s 
tenure as_ director. Collections 
increased from $21,000,000 in 1947 
to a peak of $39,000,000, but drop- 
ped to $28,000,000 last year when 
federal collections — deductible 
from state returns—went up. 


The career official has served 
under five revenue comissioners 
and during the administrations of 
Governors Arnall, Thompson and 
Talmadge. 

Dillard has served as chief of 
the income tax section of the Na- 
tional Association of Tax Admin- 
istrators. He helped organize and 
is on the executive board of the 
Southeastern States Association of 
Tax Officials. 


AUDIT BUREAU 

Prior to.coming with the state 
government, Dillard, who resides 
at 2311 Boulevard Granada, SW, 
was chief of the income tax audit 
section with the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Bureau. He earned a 
law degree after becoming state 
income tax director. 

“T have many regrets at leav- 
ing the state government,’’ Dil- 
lard said. “Only personal consid- 
erations caused me to reach this 
decision.”

ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Dec. 8— 
(#—President Eisenhower's ad- 
dres& to the United Nations As- 
sembly drew unanimous com- 
mendation today of the Council of 
Bishops of the Methodist Church.

son (’39) bounced all the way from Iowa to Holy Cross. Clark 
Shaughnessy (’40) finally gravitated to Maryland and out of 
the profession after a series of hard falls. 


The University of Chicago already had retired A. A. Stagg 
once before he won it at College of the Pacific in ’43. Pretty soon 
C.0.P. put him on a pension, too, but the old gentleman refused 
to quit. He’s still a teacher of the game at Susquehanna Univer- 
sity in Pennsylvania. 

Unquestionably the case of Carroll Widdoes was the strangest 
of them all.

Mrs. Daisy Chalwell of Woand- 
iligong, Victoria, Australia is the 
guest of her son and daughter 
Sgt. and Mrs. Frank Few, 130 
Bucher Dr., Decatur. Seeing the 
state’s plantation homes tops 
her list of ‘‘musts’’ during her 
six'months stay here. 

“I’ve heard and read so much 
about your beautiful homes,” 
declared the native of Au- 
stralia, who has oft visited the 
fabulous English Castles, 

To date, Mrs. Chalwell, affec- 
tionately called ‘‘Daisy’’ by 
members of her family, has been 
most impressed by the trees 
along the Georgia countryside. 
“We don’t have your vivid foli- 
age,’’ she pointed out, ‘‘our trees 
are evergreens and don't change 
colors in the fall.’’ 


VIVACIOUS WOMAN 

Mrs. Chalwell, a _ vivacious 
woman with short-cropped sil- 
very hair and a winning smile, 
likes the ‘‘soft, quiet way South- 
erners speak’’ but slang expres- 
sions confuse her. ‘I don't 
always know what slang means” 
she said. 

Mrs. Chalwell is surrounded by 
nuts at her Woandiligong home. 
She resides on a 350-acre hazel- 
nut plantation, with more than 
6,000 trees. 

The astute Australian visited 
the Fews in California five years 
ago but this is her first trip to 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Few met her husband, a 
sergeant in the Marine Corps, in 
Australia during World War II 
and came to America 18 months 
after their marriage in 1944. 

According to Mrs. Chalwell, 
very few Australian youngsters 
keep kangaroos as pets. But her 
daughtewe remembers a pet 
kangaroo she had as a child. 

“We call the young kangaroos 
Joeys,"’ Mrs. Few said, ‘‘but 
they become quite dangerous as 
they grow up.”’ 

PIONEERING STAGE 

Australia, still in its pioneer- 
ing stage, boasts of home-loving 
peoples.

Ne- 
cessity required the employ- 
ment of married women in 
factories during the war, but 
even today women ‘down 
under’”’ seldom work at outside 
jobs after marriage. 

Mrs. Chalwell’s hobbies are 
knitting and sewing and she has 
turned out exquisite garments on 
the “‘daisy wheel.’’ 

Following her visit with the 
Fews in California, Mrs. Few 
entered some of her mother’s 
work in the San Diego Fair 
“just for fun.” Mrs. Chalwell 
copped two first prizes and one 
second. Ribbons and. checks 
were forwarded to her by the 
Fews for her scrapbook. 

_ “We were surprised to learn 
the bank at home cashed the 
checks,’’ Mrs. Few declared. 

Undoubtedly the fair officials 
were surprised to see an Austral- 
ian endorsement.

Manufacturing in Georgia has multiplied nearly five times 
-sirice before World War II, and this advance has substantially 
exceeded that registered by the nation as a whole and by the 
Southeastern region. 
: The value of the state’s manufactured goods in 1952 was $1,- 
» 355,318,000, an increase of 378.4 per cent over 1939. During the 
same period, the value of goods produced in the entire nation in- 
creased only 339.5 per cent, while the regional gain amounted to 
339.8 per cent. : es 

Georgia had the second greatest rate of gain in the number 
of employes during the 13-year period. The actual number went 
from 179,161 in 1939 to 294,506 last year, a rise of 64.4 per cent. 

This state now has, as it did 13 years ago, the second largest 
number of manufacturing employes in the region. Only North 
Carolina has more. 

Further evidence of sGeorgia’s progress in manufacturing is 
the total value of its manufactured goods, which in 1939 placed 
the state behind North Carolina and Tennessee. By 1952 Georgia 
had taken over second place. 

And the increase in thjs state’s manufacturing operations has 

been consistent rather than sporadic. For example, the increase 
in the five-year period ended in 1952 was 33.4 per cent in the 
value of manufactured goods and 17.8 per cent in the number of 
workers.
